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FOREWORD 

The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of  a  na- 
tion-wide organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of  operating 
a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division  of  Agricultural 
Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of  Agriculture  working 
in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture.     The  year  1939  marked  the  one-hundredth  anniversary 
of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture  in  the  United  States. 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is 
to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  an  historical  nature 
and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production  in  Iowa 
and  the  United  States. 

In  recent  years,  there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultural 
organizations,  commercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county,  State 
and  governmental  a  /-eerie  xes  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends  of  change 
in  counties.     Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  a%-ailable  data  for  each 
oounty  over  an  extended  period  of  time,     So  urgent  is  the  need  for  county  data 
that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  information  at  considerable  cost. 
It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this  series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  V.  Strand, 
State-wide  Work  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Economics 
and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on  Official 
Project  65-1-72-155  of  the  "Work  Projects  Administration.     Official  Project 
665-72«o-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  27  and  29, 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  preparation  of 
the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the  Iowa  Agri- 
cultural Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in  this  series. 
Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials  who  collect 
data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws*    Without  these 
data  by  townships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics  would  be  less 
aocurate  and  less  complete.

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Pocahontas  County  was  established  on  January  15,  1851,  and  named  for  the 
Indian  maiden  who  saved  the  life  of  Captain  John  Smith  of  the  old  Virginia 
colony,  l/ 

Among  the  earliest  settlers  were  Michael  Collins  and  Mr.  Hickey,  who,  with 
their  families ,  came  from  Fort  Dodge,  and  settled  along  Lizard  Creek  in  1855. 
The  following  year  others  joined  the  settlement  and  in  1858  the  county  govern- 
ment was  officially  established.     In  August,  1859,  the  county-seat  was  located 
on  a  site  near  the  Des  Moines  River.     A  town  was  laid  out  here  and  was  named 
Rolfe.     The  town  of  Pocahontas  Center  was  platted  by  Frederick  Hess,  on  land 
belonging  to  Warrick  Price,  in  1870.     It  was  near  the  geographical  center  of 
the  county  and  in  1875  was  made  the  county-seat.     In  1869,  the  Iowa  Falls  and 
Sioux  City  Railroad  was  built  through  the  south/rest  corner  of  the  county  and 
the  town  of  Fonda  was  laid  out  on  its  line.     The  town  of  Rolfe,  several  miles 
west  of  the  old  town  bearing  that  name,  was  laid  out  at  the  junction  of  the 
Rock  Island  and  Northwestern  Railroads  in  1881 „  2/ 

Area 

Pocahontas  County  is  24  miles  square,  embracing  576  square  miles  3/,  or 
368,640  acres o     Of  this  number,  363,198  acres  are  listed  as  farm  lands.  4/ 
There  are  16  townships  In    the  county  and  it  ranks  twenty- seventh  in  point  of 
size  in  the  State. 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Pocahontas  County  are  grouped  into  three  classes  according 
to  their  origin  and  location:    namely ;  drift,  terrace,  and  swamp  and  bottom- 
land.    The  drift  soils  cover  89.9  percent  of  the  surface  of  the  county  and  are 
divided  into  Clarion  loams — 43.2  percent,  Webster  loams— 46.4  percent,  and  the 
Pierce  sandy  loam— 0,3  percent.     The  terrace  soils  cover  2.5  percent  of  the 
area  and  are  divided  into  Sioux  loam— 1*2  percent,  O'Neill  loams — 0a6  percent, 
Rogers  silt  loam— 0,3  percent,  Bremer  loam— 0o2  percent,  Waukesha  loam — 0.1 
percent,  and  Judson  fine  sandy  loam — 0.1  percent.     The  swamp  and  bottom-land 
soils  cover  7*6  percent  of  the  surface  and  are  divided  into  Lamoure  silty  clay 
loam — 5.1  percent,  Lamoure  loam — 0.7  percent,  Wabash  silty  clay  loam — 0.3  per- 
cent, Cass  loam— 0.1  percent  and  muck  and  peat— 104  percent.  5/

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Pocahontas  County  is  for  the  most  part,  lovel  plain  almost  without  slope 
or  drainage.     In  some  parts  of  the  county,  streams  cut  through  the  upland  flats 
and  there  are  low  ridges  and  isolated  knobs.     The  greater  part  of  Lizard  and 
Lake  townships  is  rolling  or  moderately  hilly*    "Marrow,  rough  areas  occur  along 
the  T'Test  Des  Moines  River  and  Beaver  Creek  in  the  extreme  northeastern  part 
of  the  county  and  along  Littled  Cedar  and  Cedar  crooks  in  the  western  half  of 
the  area.     The  streams  are  winding  with  shallow  valleys,  and  there  are  few 
tributaries  extending  through  the  flat  areas  between  the  streams.     Rather  ex- 
tensive terraces  are  developed  along  the  'rrest  Des  Moines  River,  and  narrow 
first  bottoms  are  found  along  all  the  creeks  and  smaller  streams.     The  drainage 
is  effected  in  the  northeastern  part  of  the  county  by  the  West  Des  Moines  River 
and  its  tributaries.    Lizard  Creek  and  its  tributaries  drain  the  central  and 
southern  parts  of  the  county,  and  Cedar  and  Little  Cedar  creeks  drain  the 
western  and  southwestern  areas.  6/ 

Climate 

The  average  temperature  for  27  years  (1903-1930,  inclusive)  in  Pocahontas 
County  was  46,7  degrees.     The  average  precipitation  for  26  yoars  (1904-1930)  was 
29.43  inches,  and  the  growing  season  averaged  147  days  between  the  killing  frost 
dates  of  May  9  and.  October  3,  recorded  over  a  period  of  26  years  (1904-1930).  7/ 

Population 

The  first  State  Census  for  Pocahontas  County  in  1859  listed  only  126  in- 
habitants, but  the  population  has  grown  steadily  since  the  advent  of  the  first 
railroad  in  1869.     It  has  a  density  of  27  persons  per  square  mile,  as  compared 
with  the  State  density  of  44.     The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  in- 
habitants recorded  at  10-year  intervals?

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In  1930,  the  foreign  born  and  native  xvhite  inhabitants  of  foreign  born  or 
mixed  parentage  totaled  5,983,  or  38.1  percent  of  the  total  population  of  the 
county.     Of  this  number,  those  of  German  descent  led  with  2  ,.520,  the  Swedes  had 
864,  the  Norwegians  had  379,  the  Danes  428,  the  Irish  479  and  the  Czech- 
oslovakians  had  4370     Other  nationalities  had  very  small  representations.  12/ 

Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  were  eight  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this 
county — six  elevators,  one  creamery  and  one  livestock  enterprise. 

As  a  whole j  they  had  971  members,  of  which  753  were  active,  and  1,580 
persons  did  business  with  the  eight  concerns.    The  selling  cooperatives  had 
a  business  volume  of  $451,344  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted 
$40,969  worth  of  business. 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively.    Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-f&rm  commodities  for 
distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons }  and  selling  cooperatives  market 
farm  commodities  for  their  members  and  patrons.  13/ 

Fruit 

In  1909,  the  peak  year  for  apples,  32,523  trees  and  36,736  bushels  were 
reported.     The  record  year  for  plums  was  in  1894  when  11,078  trees  and 
1,415  bushels  were  listed.     The  greatest  number  of  cherry  trees,  1,589,  was 
reported  in  1909,  but  the  greatest  production,  456  bushels,  was  recorded  in 
1934. 

The  greatest  number  of  grape  vinos,  6,773,  and  the  greatest  production  of 
grapes,  27,572  pounds,  were  reported  in  these  same  years,  respectively,  14-/

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Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  fol- 
lows;    (l)  all  corn,   (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  cut  for  silage, 
(4-)  corn  cut  for.  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off,    A  total  production  is 
given  for  each  farm  which  includes  only  that  actually  husked.     In  getting 
county  totals  of  production,  the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multi- 
plied by  the  yield  (  derived  by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total 
acres  husked)  and  added  to  summations  of  individual  farm  productions  shown 
as  husked.     This  assumes  that  acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the 
same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,  separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  State  assessors*  office  be- 
cause it  was  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best 
acreages  for  husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  differ- 
ent and  lower  yield.     This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied 
by  the  acreage  not  husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked e 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  townships.     The  township 
yields  for  these  two  years,  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based 
only  on  acreage  husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acre- 
age is  shown  by  township  with  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it 
by  the  acreage  shown  to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure. 
The  county  summary  table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been 
adjusted  for  poorer  yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may 
legitimately  be  multiplied  by  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total 
productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from 
the  yield  and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been 
assumed  to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  township 
yields  are,  therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936,

This  adjustment  procedure  places  the 
livestock  data  of  the  above  table  on  the  one  inventory  date  of  January  1. 

The  figures  for  1936,  1937,  1938  and  1939  for  all  cattle  and  milk  cows  are  es- 
timates of  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Statistics  of  the  Iowa  Department  of  Agri- 
culture and  those  for  horses,  mule^s,  hogs  and  sheep  are  adjusted  State  farm  assess- 
ors' figures. 

The  adjusted  county  figures  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  for  the  last 
four  years  in  the  table  are  more  nearly  accurate  than  those  in  Table  23  and 
comparison  with  these  figures  will  provide  an  estimate  of  the  bias  displayed  by 
the  unadjusted  State  farm  assessors'  figures.
